The law plainly
requires that the coroner miat be noti-
fied at once of a death of this kind and
be must examine the body before l.nf
ihing is done with 1t.  1t)1s often hikely
that the causs ot death 1= not satisino-
torily settled and unless the coroner or
# jury sees it before it is eat up tbere
is no chance to tell whst the man died
of. At tne hospitals half the time they
don't notify tha coroners of & death,
and I know of two or three cases in
years pone by where a paticnt has been
buried before the coroner has been
notified.

Wikl et Inte Trouble,

“This man Lawrence, who waa killed
by & gun shot at the fair grounds, was
dissected, and his body removed Lo Lthe
undertaking rooms before 1 knew he
was dead. Auy number of mea night
be badly hurt and taken to the hospi-
tals aud the coroner uever hear of it
except by accident. We bear of balf
the deattis there aovway through the
reporters or someons else. The phys:-
cians there will get themsolves into
troubls if thiey don't be more careful.”

Dr. Loms Barth, the phymcian who
nitended Lawrence, was seen by & re-
porter for Tue Heravo last night and
eaid, in raply 1o the statement made by
Coroner P'enwarden: ““The body of
Lawrence was not disseoted, nor did 1
meke & postmortem examination. He
died Thursday afternoon at 3 o'clock.

Reoap d the W

At 100o'clock that evening | reopened
the incimon made in the region of the
wound for the pnrpose of tracing the
course of the ball.

I was not sure whether it pierced the
splesn or a muscle near it. [ found
that the wonnd would l{not necessarily
produce death, and the pstient died
trom the shock and the consequeat
exhaustion. | was not aware that |
was under any legal obligation to re-
port the death to «he coroner as the
cause of the accident was plainly ap-
purent to everybody. Lawrence was
my private patient, and | do not think
1 was required to report to the coroner
any more than | would have been had
the patient died in my private hospital
from a surgical operation.

Dir. Joy, house physician at the U, B.
A. home, sad to & reporter for Tne
Hynaro Inst night that the statement
attribnted to Coroner lenwarden is
false. He turther said: *'Thers has
not been & case here similar to thoss
mentioned by Dr. Menwarden.

Alwnys Been Notifled,

Coroners hiave alwavs been notified
in cases required te be reported to
them. Lawrence was not dissected
here snd the bospital had nothing to
do with the case. The patient was
prought here by Dr. Harth and it
sapposed  to be the duty of
attending  physicans  to  report
necessary casen to  the coroner.
It is evident that Dr. Penwarden
feels sore about something or he wonld
not make sucn charges against the phy-
sicians or the management of the hos.
pitals, The cause of Lawrence’s death
was s0 evident that it was not neces-
sary to report it. There was no post-
mortem held nor was his body re-
moved to the operating room. Theat
tack is very unprofessional in Dr. Pen-
warden.
